But like amateur radio, a computer is 
not for everybody- or those who 
have oa computer and for those who 
are unalterably disposed against 
then for whatever reason, they need 
not read further. hat follows is 
for those who will consider getting a 
computer sometime. 


enhance PP GF beni oat ay Ge wend ray 


Buying a computer, like amateur 
radio, is NOT cost effective. The 
computer in the radio shack can add 
a new dimension to your operation — 
RITY, AMTOR and Packet. ther 
chores include keeping. a log, a 
cataloging GSLs and doing repetitive 
calculations and whatever your onn 
resourcefulness can dream up. 


If ou computer is sufficiently 
elaborate it can be used for other 
Purposes in the household. For 
example, if there are teenagers who 
have to write theme and term papers 
for high school a medium size _ 
computer with & Word processing or 
text formatting program can be 
extremely useful. 


Other uses outside the radio shack 
could include household Budgeting, 
correspondence, cataloging recipes, 
maintaining a Christmas card mailing 
list and tracking investments. 


Perhaps the biggest plus for having 
a conputer in the home is to learn 
something about them and thereby 


dispel any “Angst" one may have 
about a computer. I am of the firm 
OPinion that anyone smart and 


industrious enough to get a Ham 


ticket, has sufficient resources to 
master the basics of a personal 
computer! 


As for other things to do with a 
personal conputer, there are many 
People out there willing to sell you 
computer softtare to do many tasks, 
not all o en really useful. . 
Although some may be interesting, all 
of them have price tags. here are 
games galore! 


Cost. If you are willing to have a 
personal computer dedicated just to 
anateur radio, a { or Commodore 
with an appropriate interface will 
get you by cheaply. With some 
pucdicious shopping one should be able 
o have a working, dedicated system 
with compurers interface and monitor 
for less than #450. @ am told if you 
have a computer and a Hayes 'smart'

"An Open Letter" 


You may have heard something to the effect that Portland Radio Supply is 
"going out of business", "getting out of Amateur Radio", etc. etc. 


For the record, Portland Radio Supply is not going out of business, nor 
‘are we 'giving up the ham business'. 


What has happened is that we've changed the way we do Amateur Radio 
business, in that we no longer stock "major equipment items" (those that 
sell for $300 and up). Prices which currently prevail throughout the 
magazines simply do not properly support the sales of those radios with 
service. When total sales (of amateur equipment) result in only 10 or 11 
margin points, it's impossible to show a real profit, assuming you service 
your customers and sales properly. Warehouse operations can do it and 
survive...full service firms cannot. We can no longer afford to 
demonstrate products to customers who have no intention of buying here, 
and are here just to see the gear and ask questions. 


Unfortunately, the net result of this approach is that we are now unable 
to give these demos to those who over the years have been faithful 
supporters of the local ham store. To you, we can only offer our 
sincerest apologies, but the realities of this business have forced our 
hand. 


We continue to stock popular accessories, i.e. battery packs, antennas, 
cables, mikes, headsets, connectors, mobile brackets, and plan on 
expanding our coverage of amateur-related accessories. 


Rather than discontinue our long-standing commitment to the amateur 
community, we'll continue to handle the major equipment items, but on a 
prepaid-only basis. This change allows continued supply of equipment 
usually within 7-10 working days, while at the same time enabling us to 
expand our coverage of the growing components market. 


When our customer has a problem, we'll bend over backwards to solve it, 
often without charge. I personally have many times dropped everything and 
handled a problem for a customer who just bought a new rig and can't use 
it for some reason. Ask around if you need to confirm this. To continue 
providing this level of service we must of necessity say "sorry" to the 
folks who spent their dollars elsewhere, and now can't get the problem 
solved for free. We give priority to our own customers over and above 
those who purchase elsewhere. This is not to spite those people; it 
simply allows us to give our customers what they deserve (and have paid 
for) - fast, dependable service, and not necessarily at retail prices, but 
at prices current customers consider to be reasonable. 


By the way, when calling around for prices, be sure you check on things 
like exact shipping charges, warranty procedures, etc. It's not uncommon 
to find out (after you've spent your money) that your brand-new and broken 
radio must go back to the manufacturer to be repaired, rather than being 
fixed on the spot at the servicing dealer. One tends to gain appreciation 
for service AFTER needing it, not before. 


Remember - Icom, Kenwood, and Yaesu are all available; we stock batteries, 
w,(soon to have replacement nicads for the packs), antennas, keyers, 
headsets, other accessories, and the best parts stock in the Northwest. 


As always, we stand ready to help you. Thanks for your support.
